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HOSPITAL PROFILES: J CALLENDER HEMINWAY 


The authors of the following article realize that 
the accompanying sketch is a misrepresentation of the 
Subject at the present time. It should be bright red, 
because the unwitting victim turned that color instantly 
when he discovered our crime, and has scarcely recovered 
his normal hue since. His naturally modest nature was 
so shocked at the idea of leading his own paper with his 
own chin, that we have had a very hard time with him, and 
our work would never have seen the light of day if we had 
not used coercion, threats of physical violence, and all 
other blandishments known to us. 
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In an office on the third floor sits a man thought- 
fully gazing out of the window - from his expression we 
can see that he is thinking. Could it be of new schemes 
for publicizing the Hospital for Special Surgery? Quick 
as a flash, he rises from his chair and disappears out 
of the door. Where is he going? It might be to visit you. 


This month the Public Relations Department decided to turn the tables on our Editor, giving 
him the spotlight. Month after month he has been publishing profiles on others. Now he is the 
celebrity. It comes as a surprise to him —- but a well deserved one. And so on to the history 
of our energetic, ever cheerful, pleasant Editor. 


To the old timers of H.S.S. a Public Relations Department is an innovation, one of the 
many indications that we cannot afford to so much as droop an eyelid for a moment if we are 
to keep up with our Hospital's pace in running abreast of the times. Back in '48 the third 
floor "Isolation Ward" became not isolated, but activated, by a gentleman of romantic Russian 
origin, a representative of a professional Public Relations firm under contract with the Hosp- 
ital to guide its feet in progressive ways. In July of '49 when the contract expired, it 
Seemed wise to establieh our own P. R. Department, and the romantic Russian was replaced by a 
certain J. Callender Heminway, whose pleasant and friendly aspect won immediate response from 
all of us. 


Now that we turn our searchlight on him, we find he came to us as a classmate of our 
President, Mr. Duryee, (Yale Class of 1917). Mr. Heminway has stated that for him life (business 
life) began at 55 with his coming to H.S.S. as Director of Public Relations. We other enrapt 
devotees can appreciate and understand that! Naturally! 


However, J. Callender did exist before '49 and does continue to enjoy other facets of 
existence. Let us round out the picture a little. We have not discovered why he was born in 
Germantown, Pa., since his father (an export and import merchant) came from Watertown, Conn.,

and his mother, nee Callender, from Brooklyn, N.Y., but it is recorded that his mother found time 
while looking after two sons and a daughter to publish a successful cook-book called "The Sugar 
Plum". The paternal parent graduated from Yale '88 S, and after attending Hotchkiss our James 
Callender went to Yale, which he found such a rewarding experience that he has remained very 
closely connected with his Class up to the present moment. In his college days he was Coxswain 
of the Class Crew, - the Stroke of that crew remarks that he is "glad to say 'Cal' weighed a good 
deal less then than he does now..(he is) afraid the crew would have rebelled at rowing Cal around 
for many miles at his present weight." This is entertaining, for while we realize a Coxswain 
needs must be as featherweight as a jockey, to our jaundiced eye, accustomed to genuine girth all 
around us shall we say, J. Callender exhibits no particular rotundity. The above mentioned 
Stroke reports that Mr. Heminway also served his Class as Treasurer from 1917 to 1927, and for 
the last 25 years as Secretary. "He is very much beloved by his classmates as is evidenced every 
five years when we have a reunion. At this time he always gets up and starts a very sincere 
speech about resigning from his duties. He does this because he feels that no one should stay 

in office too long. However, before he gets well started on this speech he is each time shouted 
down by the entire Class which unanimously asks him to serve again} and invariably winds up by 
presenting him with an appropriate, permanent souvenir,showing him the affection of his class- 
mates." 


This points up to us again what we may observe for ourselves, that J.C.H. is modest, 
honest, devoted, and since the Class Secretaryship involves a great deal of time-consuming labor, 
it is obvious he is not allergic to work. 


From R.0.T.C. at Yale J.C.H. went on through various assignments to active service in 
the 307th Field Artillery in the Toul Sector and in St. Mihiel and Meuse-Argonne offensives in 
the First World War as Captain. Apparently the war put a stop to hopes he had entertained of 
entering the medical profession, and at its end he was connected briefly with a metal company, 
then with sugar refining in Yonkers until 1925 when he helped form the firm of Perfection Blue 
Print Company with his father. This concern for making photographic reproductions of all sorts 
for architects, engineers and others prospered and J.C.H., who became President eventually, 
gained the experience which serves him so well now in preparing our Orthopod, Record & Chronicle, 
and other matters for reproduction and publication. 


In 1928 he married Helen Greene at Montclair, N.J.; their daughter Anne has now graduated 
from Vassar; their first son, Richard, is attending Yale (naturally), and James Callender Junior 
is headed that way. For some time now the family has lived at Chappaqua, where they enjoy three 
acres of fruit trees, berries, flowers and vegetables, and even a few hives of bees which give 
Mr. H. opportunity to commune with other forms of nature besides the old human one. He also 
indulges in some color photography and has a modest hi-fi outfit for listening to recorded music. 
(He usually manages to get to Tanglewood for a concert during the season.) Of course he is active 
in town and church affairs, and it is not surprising to find him a supporter of Eisenhower. 


That he enjoys his work with us is evident in many ways, and we have his warm interest to 
thank for many benefits, including the revived and rejuvenated Record and Chronicle, which we 
not at all secretly think a very fine little paper with a flavor far superior to that of the 
efforts of some of our much larger fellow institutions. As we see it one of the first functions 
of "Public Relations" is to make clear to each of us who is part of this "Public" how closely 
related he is to every other part, that none can survive without all other parts; and we think 
J. Callender Heminway helps very much to make these public relations pleasant relations.

FROM THE DIRECTOR'S OFFICE: 
A Distinguished Person Visits The Hospital

I 
had no idea that it could be made so attractive and so convenient, and in fact, it 
has completely changed for the better the long corridor on that floor. This was 
always a nightmare to me, but now it is no longer a dreary tunnel. 


"I was really overwhelmed with the greetings from all my old friends, and it 
was a pleasure to meet them again and have an opportunity of even a short talk. 


"Whatever satisfaction I might have derived from this visit was in fact cause 
for a regret that I am no longer associated with the management of the institution 
and could not participate in the improvements which you showed me and more than that 
with the future of the Hospital." 


We indeed are glad to know that Mr. Iselin, who gave so much thought and concern to a new 
and adequate means of getting our crippled patients in and out of the Hospital, is so well 
pleased with the results.
